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AN ARCHITECTURAL FEAST 

Library Has Two Fine Books on 

American Architecture. 
The Narbcrtli Library now has on 
its shelves two of the best books that 
have been published for laymen on 
the subject of American architecture. 
One of these, "The Story of American 
Architecture," by TalniadRC, who is 
himself a practicing architect, traces 
in an informal and intimate manner 
the beginnings, growth and develop- 
ments of architecture in America. The 
story is not overburdened with techni- 
cal terms and the classification of 
periods is made as simple as possible. 
The descriptions of Colonial architec- 
ture and of the mazes which the art 
followed in the nineteenth century are 
particularly interesting. The author's 
enthusiasm is contagious and if the 
reader is not left with an awakened or 
increased interest, as the case may be, 
in the architecture of America, the 
fault does not lie with the hook. 

The other volume, "The American 
Architecture of Today," a larger and 
more extensive work, particularly in 
the tjumber of buildings mentioned and 
illustrated, is concerned more ex- 
clusively with American architecture 
of the present. The ailtlior, G. H. 
Rdgell, is professor of fine arts and 
dean of the faculty of architecture at 



Harvard. He writes, as he himself 
says, "a layman's review for laymen." 
Mr. Kdgell represents the best aca- 
demic traditions and his work Is 
marked by a balance, clarity and san- 
ity that is so noticeably absent from 
much writing of the day. His ac- 
quaintance with the subject is exten- 
sive and thorough as anyone will 
readily admit upon perusing a few 
pages. 

One of the admirable features of 
the book is the wealth of illustration 
accompanying the text. Pictures are, 
of course, almost indispensable in a 
book of this nature, but it is unusual 
to find such a quantity, 374 to be exact, 
as are incorporated in this volume. 

The plan of the book- reveals the 
thoroughness with which the subject 
is covered. It is divided into four sec- 
tions, viz.: The development of Ameri- 
can Architecture, Domestic Architec- 
ture, Ecclesiastic and Monumental 
Architecture and Commercial Archi- 
tecture. 

The book resembles nothing so 
much as an illustrated lecture by a 
charming and well-informed man. 
There are few buildings or types of 
buildings which do not come in for 
their share of attention. Simple 
dwellings, country houses, city houses, 
apartments, schools, college buildings, 
churches, cathedrals, and all the array 
of commercial structures, including 
the author's particular love, skyscrap- 
ers, all pass in review, with illuminat- 
ing comments and an intelligent appre- 
ciation of how well they have fulfilled 
their dual function of being beautiful 
and practical. 

Philadelphia comes in for consider- 
able mention under the subject of 



domestic architecture. As we well 
know the suburban homes around her 
outskirts are outstanding. Mr. Edgell 
recognizes this and gives credit where 
credit is due. "In the small suburban 
house, most carefully studied in a 
pleasing local material, Philadelphia 
has led the way." And again, "The 
Philadelphia designers have solved 
one of the most important problems of 
American Architecture." 

In the bewildering array of modern 
building the author finds many fas- 
cinating and even exciting things— 1 
from the charming and well-desi' ned 
houses now being erected everywhere 
to the step-back skyscrapers evolving 
new forms and ideas of design.

its present average bacterial count 
of 6 per cc. The previous best 
count reported was for the period 
up to the middle of July when 16 
per cc. was the average and only 3 
per cent, of the counts were greater 

than ioo. 

Action Was Expected. 

The action of the Health Board in 
putting the water back on its approved 
list was expected in view of the atti- 
tude taken by the health officials the 
past two weeks. It was pointed out 
that had the water been proved dan- 
gerous the original warning of the 
board would have been followed up by 
others. 

The situation was brought before the 
public at the regular monthly meeting 
of the Lower Merion Hoard on Oc- 
tober 1 when report of the high count 
for the period from the middle of July 
to the end of September was heard and 
the declaration made that no improve 
ment had been forthcoming following 
requests to the water company. State- 
ment was then issued by the board 
urging residents to boil their water 
before using for drinking purposes. 

A counter statement issued by Car- 
leton E. Davis, manager of the Phila- 
delphia Suburban Water Company, 
declaring the product of his firm "per- 
fect safely" and in no need of boiling, 
started an immediate controversy. 

Independent civic and health organi- 
zations, uncertain of the condition in 
view of the two conflicting stands, 
began making tests of their own. 
These tests, all taken on or after Oc- 
tober 8, uniformily substantiated the 
•statement of the water company given 
out October 3 that the water was safe. 
In the meantime, Chemist Horn, who 
was taking samples for the Health 
Board from October 1 on. had also

been finding the water registering well 
as to bacterial counts. That his re- 
ports were not acted upon sooner was 
perhaps due to desire on the part of 
the township health officials to be cer- 
tain that there would be no relapse to 
the previous high count before closing 
the matter. 

The meeting of the board Monday, 
called solely to review the water situa- 
tion, was one of the shortest this year. 
In the absence of the president, Dr. 
Bertrand K. Wilbur, who was in Jer- 
sey. Vice President William P. Landis 
presided. 

Statement Issued. 

The statement on the water issued 
after the session was over his signature 
and follows:

Will Occur Less Often. 

"The water on the top, chilled by 
the cold, sank and caused circulation 
of bottom layers in which there had 
been some decomposition of organic 
matter. Gases caused by this compo- 
sition can not be removed by filtra- 
tion. Therefore the taste and odor ot 
which there was complaint. This taste 
will occur less frequently in the future 
as the reservoir is 'ripened.' It had 
nothing, however, to do with the ac- 
tion of the Health Board, though it 
may have had some significance in 
view of that action." 

Before Mr. Davis was called upon 
by President George \V. Selby, at 
whose invitation he was present, re- 
port was made by the sanitation com 
mittce of the club, headed by Dr. H. 
H. Lott, giving the water now served 
in Bala-Cynwyd a clean bill of health. 
Two samples taken from spigots in 
Cynwvd homes and analyzed by a 
chemist had been found satisfactory, 
according to the standards of the 
American Public Health Association, 
it was declared. 

"The present case is a disagreement 
between the Water Compr.ny and ttK 
Hoard of Health and I am here to tell 
why the Water Company is right and 
only incidentally allude to why and 
wherein the Board of Health is 
wrong," said Manager Davis in his 
talk to the club. 

"If you will pardon a personal ref- 
erence, I have been connected with 
public water srpplies for thirty years. 
During that time I have worked with 
many boards of health, health officials 
and eminent sanitarians, including men 
of such standing as the late General 
William C. Oorgas. Surgeon General 
of the United States Army. 

"T do not want to undermine your 
confidence in the general high stand- 
ing of your Board of Health and the 
good work done by it. But I believe 
it is prooer for me to state in this 
instance that the Water Company has 
had much wider experience in water 
supply matters than has the Board: 
that the Water Company has at its 
command greater resources in data and 
information and the advantage of a

wider range of expert advice to inter- 
pret this data, and that, furthermore, 
the Water Company closely co-oper- 
ates with the State Department of 
Health and works under the continu- 
ous scrutiny of that department, than 
which there is none better in the coun- 
try. 

"As an instance of that co-operation 
I cite the fact that immediately upon 
learning of the action of the Lower 
Merion Board of Health, I advised the 
State Department, which forthwith 
made a special investigation. 

Found Nothing Wrong. 
"The results of that investigation 
were not given wide publicity for the 
reason that the State Department 
found nothing wrong and, having no 
duty to perform, remained silent. 

"You may rest assured that if 
Springfield water were not safe, the 
State Department of Health would act 
at once in the performance of its duty, 
not only to Lower Merion, but to all 
suburban Philadelphia. 

"The maintained integrity of Spring- 
field water is an asset to this commu- 
nity. Anything which impairs public 
confidence in its water supply injures 
property,- disturbs the peace of mind 
of the community and retards growth. 
"Fortunately. the reputation of 
Springfield water is so secure that the 
recent action of the Board of Health 
will not have serious consequences. I 
have been informed that the Board of 
Health itself, at its township offices, 
has been drinking Springfield water as 
drawn from the spigot. 1 believe such 
has been the practice of the majority 
of the residents of Lower Merion. 

"Nevertheless, some people have 
been disturbed and I welcome this op- 
portunity to make a statement to your 
club dealing principally with the safe- 
guards thrown around Springfield 
water which will illustrate the full and 
complete information continuously at 
the disposal of the Water Company 
in its constant, unrelaxing vigilance to 
maintain its supply at the highest 
standard. 

Supply Comes From Pickering. 
"The water supply of this locality 
comes principally from the Pickering 
Creek system. A small volume occa- 
sionally comes from Crum Creek. The 
two are practically the same and what 



I say in regard to the Pickering plant 
applies equally to the Crum plant. 
• "Pickering Creek is a tributary of 
the Schuylkill, entering that river sev- 
eral miles above Valley Forge. Its 
water shed or drainage area is one of 
the cleanest in this part of the State. 

"The excellent sanitary conditions 
surrounding the raw water supply of 
the Pickering Creek purification works 
illustrates the type of co-operation be- 
tween the Water Company and the 
State Department of Health. 

"Following out its purpose to spare 
no pains or expense to the end that 
Springfield water should be the best 
in the country, the present ownership 
and management of the Philadelphia 
Suburban Water Company undertook 
an intensive sanitary inspection and 
clean-up of the water sheds from 
which it draws its supply. The Watei 
Company has no police power to abate 
pollutions and the co-operation of the 
State Department of Health was, 
therefore, requested and readily ac- 
corded. 

"The Water Company employs and 
pays an experienced sanitary inspector, 
who is deputized with necessary police 
power by the State. This inspector 
reports to both the State and to the 
Water Company, according to the 
nature of the case. 

"As of March, 1927', the Pickering 
Creek shed was in excellent condition 
and has been continuously improved 
since that time. 

"As of today only a few so-called 
pollutions remain, a typical one of 
which, which is now being corrected, 
is a discharge of waste milk from a 



dairy into the stream. 

"A still further element of security 
has been placed about the raw water 
by the construction of a large storage 
reservoir at the lower end of the drain- 
age area, from which reservoir raw 
water is drawn directly to the Picker- 
ing Creek purification works.
